Extensive and Melancholy Conflagration. 

- On ‘Tuesday evening last, the splendid Ex- 
change Coffee House in Boston, and a number of 
other valuable buildings in its vicinity, were de- 
stroyed by fire. A particular account of this un- 
happy event follows. 

Boston, Nov. 4, noon. 

Last evening, at about 7 o’clock, the Exchange 
Coffee House, in this town, took fire and burnt 
down. The fire first broke out from the north 
west corner of the SEVENTH STORY, and is 
said to have caught from a lamp suspended from 
the wall in the billiard-room, in which two gentle- 
men had been playing a short time before, but 
which -had been left unattended. The fire soon 

. communicated to the.roof, and extended very ra- 
pidly to the adjoining parts of the house. No 
reat damage however was apprehended from it 
rsome time. The flame which had burst out 
from the roof was for some time suppressed, so 
that the bells ceased ringing. In about haif an 
hour it was found that the building could not be

every part of the building. There wasa slight 
wind from the south-west, which drove the flames 
and burning cinders towards the lower parts of 
State-street.—All the neighbouring houses were 
immediately exposed, from the moment that the 
fire broke out from the roof and windows. ‘The 
exertions of the firemen and every class of citi- 
zens were immediately conspiucous in every di- 
ection. Water was supplied in abundance 
wherever it could be of service, by means of the 
engines, and buckets which were served on the ex- 
posed roofs artd windows with great intrepidity, 
and the fire was immediately extinguished where-
